Starbucks set to open in 
recently closed building 


University Enterprises, Inc., a 
campus organization dedicated to 
creating and managing programs 
and services that enhance the 
university’s educational mission, 
confirmed in April that Starbucks 
will open in what used to be the 
Copy Graphics Center. — 

The coffee giant’s Sac State 
location at the Riverfront Cen- 
ter next to Mendocino Hall will 
compete with Java City after its 
10-year exclusivity contract with 
UEI was cut three years short due 
to a mutual agreement between 
Java City and the university. 
Based on a 2012 survey con- 
ducted. by UEI, approximately 
500 Sac State students preferred 
Starbucks as their top choice for 
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coffee, said UEI Director of Mar- 
keting Services Angela Rader. 
“In terms of the responses that 
we got, it was a 98 percent selec- 
tion of Starbucks,” Rader said. 
“There were probably four con- 
cepts indicated on that survey. 
So that’s a fairly high percentage 
in terms of, given an option or a 
choice, (who) would want to see a 
Starbucks here on campus.” 


Sac State employees 
allege retaliation 
against management 


While the California Fair 
Employment and Housing Act 
protects all employees from be- 
ing harassed, discriminated and 
retaliated against, there is a his- 
tory of these allegations made 
by Sacramento State employees, 
faculty and staff after they com- 





plained and felt they were retali- 
ated against for doing so. 

“We have a situation where 
people’s rights are being vio- 
lated,” said Sacramento Chapter 
President of the California State 
University Employee’s Union 
Kim Harrington. “There is very 
little support for the individuals 
whose rights are being violated, 
and a lot of protection for the 
people who are violating those 
rights.” 

Harrington said recent. law- 
suits — involving Director of En- 
gineering Career Services Cici 
Mattiuzzi and former employee 
Jeffrey Sharp — demonstrate that 
the management team does not 
always attempt to resolve issues. 

But Director of News Services 
Kim Nava said Human Resources 
takes employee conflicts very se- 
riously, and will take a mediatory 
role before the problem escalates. 


She said Human Resources at- 
tempts to open a dialogue where 
conflicts can be resolved, delivers 
regular training sessions where 
they teach employees about ha- 
rassment and retaliation ‘ and 
provides timely and thorough in- 
vestigations into student and em- 
ployee complaints. 

“Sacramento State (Human Re- 
sources) has a number of ways 
that their employees can have 
their concerns addressed,” Nava 
said. “(Human Resources) takes 
their obligation to investigate 
student and employee complaints 
seriously.” 


California State 
University Chancellor 
visits campus 


Chancellor Timothy White, 
who became the California State 





University chancellor in Decem- 
ber, visited Sacramento State 
in March to meet with campus 
leadership and students to discuss 
several issues including tuition, 
funding and graduation rates. 

White said the passage of Prop- 
osition 30, which increased the 
state sales tax to help fund high- 
er education, makes it unlikely 
tuition will increase in the next 
two years, as long as Gov. Jerry 
Brown’s budget proposal does 
not significantly change when it 
becomes official in June. 

While the proposal included an 
additional $125.1 million in fund- 
ing for state universities, White 
said more work needs to be done 
to make up for the $1 billion in 
total cuts that occurred over the 
past five years.

The page was created by freshman busi- 
ness major Madison Hall in the spring after 
reading similar renditions for UC Santa Cruz 
and UC Davis. 

“When I was looking at these other con- 
fession pages, I started thinking (about) why 
Sac State didn’t have one,” Hall said. “These 
other schools seem to have a stronger sense 
of community and more outlets for students 
to get together. Sac State students are always 
complaining that we’re not a community.

Police Chief Mark Iwasa said the police 
department has no plans-to monitor the site 
because Facebook is a public arena and the 
posts are anonymous. 

“The site used graphics to make it look 
like an official Sac State site, but since they 
changed it, our ability to regulate the site 
is limited,” Iwasa said. “We haven’t been 
made aware of any illegal posting, but if 
there were anything illegal being posted we 
would definitely follow up on it.” 


Nielson Gabriel wins ASI 
President 


Sacramento State’s student body elected 
Nielson Gabriel in April as the new presi- 
dent for Associated Students Inc., the offi- 
cial governing body of Sac State students. 

“Nielsen has been dedicated to ASI for 
three years,” said alumnus Vance Jarrard. 
“He’s here to truly serve the students and 
bring ASI to a place that’s more visible and 
accessible to every student.” 

The election had the highest voter turnout 
in seven years, as 3,783 students used their 
own computers, ASI election booths and 
other technology to poll for their favorite 
candidates.

When Professor Peter Baird took his 
first-year student seminar class on a Peak 
Adventures rock climbing expedition in 
the spring, he was concerned the rainy 
weather would cause problems. 

Baird was happy to see his class of 25 
freshman work together as a unit through 
the difficult activity, and nobody was sick 
or hurt. 

“The stated goal (of the class) is to gain 
a foothold of what it means to be an edu- 
cated person,” Baird said. “I think the goal 
of the class is to create friendships, to cre- 
ate relationships with faculty and support 
systems on campus and to look ahead and 
make a plan for yourself that makes sense. 
And finally, to see yourself as part of a 
community.” 

The first-year student seminar course is 
offered to freshman at Sacramento State 
and explores the requirements and respon- 
sibilities of becoming a university educat- 
ed person. 

Sixty different first-year student semi- 
nar courses were offered last fall and 
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served 1,330 freshmen, which made up 42 
percent of the 2012 freshman class. These 
classes, which always fall under the class 
number 21, were housed in 16 depart- 
ments across campus and in every college. 

Approximately 50 first-year student 
sections, in a variety of departments 
across campus, will be offered in the fall. 

“Any time you’re starting something 
new, especially something as big as go- 
ing to a university, there are issues dur- 
ing the transition period,” said Director 
of First Year Experience Programs De- 
idre Sessoms. “Let’s face it, Sac State is 
a big school, so one of the most important 
things new students can do is to get con- 
nected to (and) become engaged in activi- 
ties on campus.” 

Sessoms said research shows students 
who take part in certain high impact prac- 
tices, such as joining first-year seminar 
courses and learning communities, partic- 
ipating in service learning and engaging in 
the One Book program, graduate sooner 
and have better grades than students who 
do not. 
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Sac State Campus Dining, operated by University Enterprises,

“Part of becoming an edu- 
cated person and part of a 
liberal education is rubbing 
shoulders, visiting during of- 
fice hours, getting involved in 
student activities (and) read- 
ing the campus newspaper,” 
Baird said. “Being involved 
with the major issues.” 

Baird, who taught the 
course twice beginning last 
fall, said there are several 
economic and political issues 
involving freshmen in today’s 
society, such as having a job 
and being forced to obtain a 
student loan. 

Baird said the class helps 
freshman understand the chal- 
lenging maze of college life, 
including shortage of classes, 
cutbacks in faculty and staff

and impacted majors, such as 
pre-nursing. 

“They’re paying much 
more (than ten years ago) and 
they’re getting less,” Baird 
said. “There are less options. 
There’s less people available. 
I feel bad about that.” 

Baird said the students he 
encounters handle the issues 
with good humor, and are ea- 
ger to adapt and take them on. 

Several activities in the 
Class help freshmen become 
more integrated into. college 
life, such as campus tours 
and attending plays. Others 
help build friendships through 
bowling or Peak Adventures 
activities. 

A first-year college expe- 
rience survey conducted. by 
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One-point losses 
this season for 
Men’s basketball 


the Office of Institutional Re- 
search in the spring found that 
87 percent of respondents stat- 
ed it was either “very easy” or 
“somewhat easy” to utilize 
campus services available to 
students. 

But only 54 percent of re- 
spondents said the same about 
managing their time effec- 
tively. 

The First-Year Seminar 
Program is part of the First- 
Year Experience Program, 
which aims to improve the re- 
tention and graduation rates of 
students. 

The program consists of 
the seminar and several other 
courses. Co-curricular activi- 
ties embedded in classes are 
designed to increase student

engagement with the campus. 
Peer mentors attend courses 
with first-year students to pro- 
vide personal, academic and 
advising support. 

“If they want freshmen and 
transfer students to be suc- 
cessful, they need to give 
them information right away,” 
Baird said. “Treat them like 


adults (and) tell them the chal- 


lenges.”

Brew some homemade horchata to beat the heat _ i

On uncomfortably hot summer 
days, I’m reminded of a sweet and 
refreshing drink my mom used to 
make to help cool off from the 
unwelcome heat. 

Recently, I asked my mom to 
show me how to make Agua de 
Horchata — also known as cin- 
namon rice milk — from scratch. 
I was surprised to learn the com- 
plexity of the drink’s flavors is 
easy to achieve in a few steps. 

In Mexico, the drink is tradi- 
tionally made with white rice, 
water and cinnamon. However, 


Horchata is believed to have orig- 
inated in Valencia, Spain where 
tigernuts were used instead of 
rice, according to chufadevalen- 
cia.org. 

Although the drink now comes 
in a flavored drink mix form at 
many grocery stores, don’t let 
its convenience fool you. I’ve 
found there’s no substitute for 
homemade Mexican-style Agua 
de Horchata that easily puts any 
of its packaged and shelved com- 
petitors to shame. 

The rice is soaked in water for a 
few hours before it’s blended and 
strained so the water becomes 


perfumed with the surprisingly 
sweet and slightly nutty aroma 
of the rice. The cinnamon adds a 
woody fragrance and the sweet- 
ened condensed milk adds both 
a smooth creamy texture and 
sweetness to the drink. 


Agua de Horchata 


1 cup white rice, uncooked 
5 cups of water 

1 cinnamon stick 

1-14 ounce can sweetened 
condensed milk 


1-12 ounce can evaporated 
milk 

| teaspoon vanilla extract 
/2 Cup sugar (optional) 

Ice 


Rinse the rice in a colander. 

In a medium-sized bowl, let the 
rice soak in two cups of water for 
at least one hour. 

Add the rice and the water it was 
soaking into a blender with the cin- 
namon stick and blend until finely 
ground. 

Strain the blended ingredients 
into a pitcher and discard the re- 
maining rice. 


Add the remaining three cups of 
water, sweetened condensed milk, 
evaporated milk and vanilla ex- 
tract to the pitcher, and mix well. 
Taste to check for sweetness. If 
necessary, add the sugar until it’s 
as sweet as desired. Add ice and 
serve cold. 

For a nice presentation, pour the 
Horchata in individual glasses, add 
ice and a cinnamon stick in each 
glass, so it bobbles like a straw. 

You can also maintain the spirit 
of this scorching season by making 
Horchata Popsicles. 

Just pour the Horchata in plastic 
Popsicle molds and freeze for a few

over charcoals and use indirect 
heat to avoid burning the bottom 
of the pizza. If you do not have ac- 
cess to a barbecue, preheat oven to 
425 F. 

Take a piece of the lavish flat- 
bread and place on a cutting 
board. Next, brush barbecue sauce 
over the entire flatbread. This sub- 
stitutes for the traditional tomato 
sauce. Next place all the cheese, 
evenly distribute over the flatbread 
and apply to personal preference.
